HELD UP IN HOME, 
ROBBED OF $4560 
GASH AND JEWELS 


RH, Williams, Used Car 
Man, Kept Prisoner 
Half Hour by 2 Men 
Looking for ‘10 Grand.’ 


Robert H. Williams, a used-car 
dealer, reported to police last 
night he was robbed of $2812 and 
j@weiry he valued at $1750 by two 
men who-kept him prisoner for a 
half hour while they ransacked 
his second-floor apartment at 410 

The re were looking for 
larger sums of money which he 
carries customarily, he told police. 
quoted one of the men as ask- 
ing: Where is the 10 grand, you 
hoosier? We know you carry that 
much.” He said they also asked 
where his wife’s jewelry was. 

The currency which they took 
from his billfold, he said, was al- 
most all in $100 bills. The robbers 
also removed from his wrist a 
gold watch, which he valued at 
$750, and took from a pocket in 
his topcoat a platinum brooch 
which he valued at $1000. He said 
it was set with 40 diamonds and 
78 rubies. The robbers also took 
a diamond ring from his finger 
but then threw it back at him as 
he lay on a bed, he related. He 
valued the ring at $500. 

“Hoosier” Ordered to Bed. 

Williams related that about 9:15 
o'clock last night he was leaving 
the Jefferson Court Apartments, 
where he lives, and was opening 
@ door in the lobby when a man, 
armed with a pistol, met him. 
Pointing the automatic at him, 
the robber ordered: “Get back in 
there, you hoosier!” Williams re- 
lated.

He said the robber forced him 
to go back up the Stairs to his 
two-room apartment and then told 
him to lie face down on a bed.

In replying to questions after 
reading a statement Wallace as- 
serted peace demands “some new 
faces in the executive branch of 
the Government” as the first step. 
The second step, he said, “must 
be a meeting by the new Presi- 
dent and the head of the Russian 
government.” 

Most of Wallace’s statement was 
devoted to his contention that 
“capitalists” have perverted the 
Marshall plan into a scheme. for 
dominating world markets where- 
by they would be able to dictate 
the economic policies of the na- 
tions that take part in it. 

Wallace’s Eight Points. 

At the same time, Wallace of- 
fered his own plan for aid to 
Europe. 

Through his eight-point pro- 
gram, he said, “we would be re- 
lieved of the gnawing fear of war 
and atomic destruction which 
haunts us today.” 

Wallace set forth these points 
in outlining his project: 

1. The creation of a 50-billion- 
‘dollar reconstruction fund. 

2. A United Nations agency, 
“end not big business,” should 
administer the fund, 

3. All. nations “with appro- 
priate means” would contribute 
to it. 

4. It would be parceled out on 
a priority basis to those na 
tions that suffered most in the 
war, “including those of eastern 
Europe.” 

5. There would be no politi- 
cal strings attached to granting 
this assistance to any country. 
Wallace said, “It would permit 
the people of Europe to nation- 
alize their industries—it would 
permit the exclusion of Wall 
Street trusts, the refusal to pur- 
chase surplus goods dumped 
abroad by big American busi- 
ness.” 

6. None of the money should 
be used to buy military supplies 
or armaments, nor could it be 
employed for war prepartions. 
“My plan would eliminate the 
present American intervention 
in Greece, China, Indonesia, and 
Indochina which are increas- 
ingly threatening to become 
battlefronts of World War III,” 
Wallace said. 

7. The United Nations would 
establish a world food ‘granary 
so that “the American farmer 
would be encouraged to produce 
to the limit, with a guaranteed 
price floor.” 

8. The Ruhr industrial com- 
plex would be placed under 
joint supervision of the United 
States, Russia, Britain and 
France, “its resources to be used 
to reconstruct Europe.” 

Co-operation With Russia. 
Wallace noted that his program 
embraces the thought of ‘co-opera- 
tion between the United States 
and Soviet Russia. He asserted 
that it would promote peace and 
friendly relations, and would elimi- 
nate “the policy of cold war and 
civil war today, and atomic war 
tomorrow.” 

At the same time he said he 
thinks Russia erred in withdraw- 
ing from the original conferences 
of nations on the Marshall plan. 

“While the Russians felt they 
had reasons to doubt the sincerity 
of the invitation to them, I think 
they made a mistake in with- 
drawing from the Paris meeting,” 
Wallace said.

RECORDS MISSING 
FOR MUNYEN ERA

Can’t Learn Who De- 
posited Funds or Made 
Disbursements Prior to 
Aug. 25, 1947.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 4— 


State Training School for Boys at 
Boonville, reported today that they 
were unable to find records for 


the Canteen Fund prior to Aug. 
25, 1947, when the Rev. LeRoy 
Munyon was superintendent of the 
school and prior to the appoint- 
ment of John C. Tindall as super- 
intendent, . 

The auditors’ report, submitted 
to Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, showed 
that on Aug. 25, 1947, the Canteen 
had $2.09 in the cash drawer in 
the Commissary and a bank bal- 
ance of $1851 in the Kemper State 
Bank at Boonville. During the 
period from last October, when 
Tindall was appointed superin- 
tendent by the State Board of 
Training. Schools, until he was 
fired by the Governor Jan. 30, his 
records showed a total balance of 
$4497 in the fund, which means 
sales during the four-month period | 
amounted to $2644. 

Letter to Governor, 

State Auditor Forrest Smith, 
who sent a letter to the Governor 
with the report of the auditors, 
told the Post-Dispatch the audi- 
tors could not determine who de- 
posited the money from the fund 
or. how it was disbursed prior to 
the 1947 date. 

Under Tindall the records 
showed $2292 in the fund was 
spent for miscellaneous items, in- 
cluding candy and other confec- 
tions for the boys; $55 for train 
fares for boys going home; $475 
for the Christmas fund for gifts 
for boys and their parents; $36 
for magazines and newspapers 
and $26 for contributions to the 
March of Dimes. 

As of last Feb, 6, the day of the 
audit, Smith reported, the fund 
had $101 on hand in cash and 
$1508 in the bank. 

The Canteen fund. Smith said, 
was originally designed to raise 
money to buy playground equip- 
ment for the inmates. 1 

$15 Shortage. 

Auditors also found a $15 short- 
age in the Boys’ Fund, which is 
made up of cash belonging to the 
inmates. When a boy enters the 
school all his money, with the ex- 
ception of 50 cents is taken from 
him and placed in this fund. 
When he is paroled, or completes 
serving his sentence, the money 
is returned. 

Smith said the shortage in this 
fund was due to the practice of 
paying the boys for blood trans- 
fusions. In one case, he said, a 
boy apparently had not been paid 
for blood he donated. 

It was recommended that the 
$15 shortage be charged to the 
balance of an inactive account in 
the Boys’ fund, which totals $832. 

Smith said it also was recom- 
mended that the Officers’ Dining 
Fund be deposited in the school’s 
earnings fund, made up from sale 
of meal tickets to visitors and to 
families of employes who might 
eat at*the school on various oc- 
casions. The fund is used for pur- 
chase of dishes and other equip- 
ment in the Officers’ Dining Hall. 
It amounted to $1003 on Feb. 6. 

Gov. Donnelly requested that 
Smith have the audit of the 
school’s accounts made prior to 
the appointment of a new State 
Board of Training Schools. The 
old board was ousted by the Gov- 
ernor last Jan. 30 and State high- 
way patrolmen have been operat- 
ing the institution since that date, 
The Goyernor has not said when 
he will appoint a new board. 

The school at Boonville was the 
subject. of a debate on the floor 
of the State Senate here yesterday 
when Senator William H. Robi- 
nett (Rep.), Mountain Grove, de- 
manded the institution be re- 
turned to the status of a penal 
institution rather than an edu- 
catlonal institution.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AF) — 
On White House instructions, At- 
torney General Clark sent FBI 
agents to 16 leading steel com- 
panies today to inquire into last 
week’s advance in steel prices. 

Clark said that “simultaneous 
questioning of executives of lead- 
ing steel companies by the FBI” 
began this morning and is con- 
tinuing. He added in a statement: 

“The purpose of the- investiga- 
tion is to determine whether the 
recent increase in steel prices is 


the result of any agreement 
among the steel producers in vio- 
lation of the anti-trust lawg.” 

Truman, cruising in the Carib- 
bean on the presidential yacht 
Williamsburg, radioed instructions 
to the Justice Department, the 
Commerce Department and his 
council of economic advisers to 
look into the $5-a-ton price in- 
erease announced last week. Some 
of his aids have said they fear it 
may touch off a general price rise. 

Clark said that the Justice De- 
partment’s anti-trust division will 
prosecute “a nation-wide inquiry” 
into the steel price situation, 

Acting on similar orders, the 
Commerce Department is begin- 
ning a study to determine the 
possible effect of the increases on 
industrial production and prices 
of steel. products. 

A Commerce Department state- 
ment emphasized the study is sep- 
arate from its efforts to get the 
steel industry to work out volun- 
tary agreements to channel part 
of the steel output to “essential” 
purposes. That being done under 
the Republican anti-inflation bill 
recently passed by Congress. 

Edwin G. Nourse, chairman of 
the President’s economic council, 
has announced a series of closed 
meetings will be held this week 
with stéel men. Cteel manufac- 
turers have also been asked to 
appear for a hearing before the 
Joint Congressional Economic 
Committee March 2.

The report looks ahead to what

Although we do not wish to

(e) To call upon all govern- 
ments and peoples, particularly 
in and around Palestine, to take 
all possible action to prevent or 
reduce the disorders now occur- 
ring in Palestine. 


There is no reason to believe 


that the Security Council will find 
this problem any less difficult 
than others have found it, But 
there is also no reason for exces- 
sive pessimism merely because the 
question is complicated and in- 
volves violence.

SAY FOUR DIXIE GOVERNORS 


They Threaten to Use ‘Whatever Means Are 
Necessary’ to Block Truman’s 
Civil Rights Program, 


By JACK, BELL 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP)— 
The civil rights war within Demo- 
cratic ranks raged unabated: to- 
day, fired by a new attack of 
Southern Governors on the party's 


high command. 

Four Dixie Governors, after a 
meeting yesterday with National 
Chairman J. Howard McGrath, 
promised to use “whatever means 
are necessary” to block President 
Truman’s race equality program. 

As a clear indication of what 
they have in mind, the four de- 
clared in a statement: 

‘“The Southern states are 
aroused and the present leader- 
ship of the Democratic party 
will soon realize that the South 
is no longer ‘in the bag.’” 

Despite this blast, McGrath ap- 
peared to feel that he had made 
some headway against the revolt. 
He told reporters he gained the 
impression that the meeting “re- 
sulted in good understanding.” He 
said he hopes it will “lessen the 
split In the party.” 

At the get-together, McGrath 
said that he, for one, appreciates 
the South’s loyalty to the party. 

“IT don’t take the attitude they 
are with us a ay, so the L' 
with them,” he told the Gov- 
ernors, J. Strom Thurmond of 
South Carolina, Ben T. Laney of 
Arkansas, Beauford Jester of 
Texas and R. Gregg Cherry of 
North Carolina. 

Rejects Demands. 

McGrath said flatly, however, 
he will not try to have the Pres- 
ident’s civil rights program with- 
drawn from Congress, as the Gov- 
ernors demanded, 

Nor will he agree to return to 
the two-thirds convention rule, 
under which the South once held 
a veto power over presidential 
candidates. 

McGrath did, however, adopt a 
more conciliatory attitude on some 
points during the hour and a half 
he spent behind closed doors with 
the Governors. 

For instance, McGrath said 
that it is “the farthest thing from 
the President’s mind” to set up 
an FBI police force to go poking 
around into Southern race segre- 
gation, 

That has been a focal point of 
Southern objections ‘to Truman’s 
plea for passage of anti-poll tax, 
anti-lynching, anti-job discrim- 
ination and anti-Jim Crow laws. 
The President said he has or- 
dered a civil rights division set 
up in the Department of Justice. 
Agents are being given special 
training, he told Congress, 

Charges ‘Gestapo.’ 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
has called this an attempt to 
create a “Gestapo” to force whites 
and Negroes into the same 
schools, churches and amusement 
places. 


Not so, said McGrath. He in- 
sisted the President had in mind 
stopping “hoodlumism” in indus- 
trial disputes. 

McGrath tried to soothe the 
Governors on the issue of race 
segregation. 

He said the President had asked 
only for an end to Jim Crowism 
on trains, busses and other car-

As for himself, McGrath said 
repeatedly he is not going beyond 
Truman’s specific program.

Many taxpayers have com- 
plained to the Internal Revenue 
office here that so-called tax ex- 
perts raised the amounts for 
charitable deductions on their in- 
come tax returns without author- 
ization, it was learned 

When called to explain large de- 
ductions for charity, the taxpayers 
expressed astonishment at the fig- 
ures on their returns which were 
prepared by their tax advisers. 
Deputy collectors asked the tax- 
payers how much they had actu- 
ally contributed to their church, 
the Red Cross and other charit- 
able or izations. The taxpayer 
usually replied he had given $100 
to his church, $50 to the Red 
Cross and lesser amounts to other 
charities. Then the deputy col- 
lector confronted the taxpayer 
with the deductions on his return, 
which were usually two or three 
times the amount actually con- 
tributed.

SOVIET BOYCOTT ON KOREA 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Feb. 24 
(AP) — The United States urged 
the United Nations today to ig- 
nore a Russian boycott and start 
nationwide elections in divided 
Korea. 

Dr. Philip C. Jessup, deputy 
American delegate, told the In- 
terim Committee of the General 
Assembly that it was incumbent 
upon the United Nations Korean 
Commission to proceed “quickly 
and comprehensively” to allow the 
Korean people to elect a national 
assembly, 

Jessup said the Soviet policy of 
non-co-operation should not be al- 
lowed -to block the U.N. program 
for establishing a free and inde- 
pendent Korea, He even expressed 
hope that Russia might relent and 
allow the United Nations to con- 
duct balloting in the Soviet zone 
as directed by the General Assem- 
bly. 

Two-thirds of the Koreans live 
in the southern zone, occupied by 
the United States.

He has called the commercial 
press “the biggest, blackest villain 
the world ever saw” and indorsed 
Senator Capper’s bill to bar liquor 
advertisements. 

He authored a resolution for the 
complete official tabulation of 
the votes of all senators and rep- 
resentatives with a clear explana- 
tion of the issues voted on.

U.N. Authority, American Foreign Policy

N atomic bomb would be scarcely More explosive than a docu- 
ment of 2500 words which appeared this morning, at Lake 
Success, on the agenda of the Security Council of the United 
It was a report of the organization's Palestine Commission 


declaring bluntly that nothing less than “military forces in adequate 
strength” could place in effect the General Assembly's resolution of 
last Nov. 29 on the future government of the Holy Land. 


In that resolution the Assembly 
recorded its verdict in favor of 
political partition and . economic 
union for Arabs and Jews in Pal- 
estine, with the city of Jerusalem, 
sacred to three world religions, un- 
der a government of international 
trusteeship. 


With the appeal to the Security 
Council, the Palestine problem 
passed from the theater of recom- 
mendation to that of possible ac- 
tion. The Council alone could de- 
termine whether the partition of 
Palestine should be implemented 
with military force through an in- 
ternational super-constabulary es- 
timated at 100,000 men, 


Rarely have so many tragic con- 
sequences hung on one decision. 
But it was understood that 
whether the judgment was favor- 
able or adverse the essentials of 
the dilemma would continue un- 
resolved. 


A rejection of the commission’s 
report, observers foresaw, might 
deal mortal blows to the author- 
ity of the U.N., to the dream of 
the Jewish people that at last they 
were to have a fatherland of their 
own, to the prospects of the Demo- 
cratic party in this year’s presi- 
dential election, and to the cur- 
rent internationalism of American 
foreign policy. 

Religious War Possible. 

“On the other hand, adoption of 
the report might entail the hor- 
rors of a religious war, with the 
further embitterment of family 
strife—both Jews and Arabs be- 
long to the Semitic race. The vital 
oil of the Persian Gulf basin could 
be lost to the United States, Brit- 
ain and western Europe, and fall 
into the hands of Soviet Russia, 
which has always regarded the 
area as part of its sphere of in- 
fluence. Possession of this re- 
source might well decide whether 
there is to be a third World War, 
and determine whether Commu- 
nism or democracy would be van- 
quished. 

That the Council stood today 
face to face with so dramatic and 
terrifying a predicament was due 


in the first instance to a pamphlet 
entitled “The Jewish State,” writ- 
ten 52 years ago by Theodor Herz], 
a native of Budapest and founder 
of modern Zionism. 

A prairie-fire of anti-Semitism 
blazing across the continent and 
culminating in murderous Russian 
pogroms persuaded him that the 
future of the Jewish people in 
Europe might be extermination by 
slaughter or racial suicide through 
intermarriage. As an alternative, 
he proposed tribal reunion in a 
Jewish national home—preferably 
the ancestral soil of Palestine, 
under protection of the Sultan of 
Turkey. 

Nothing could have seemed more 
wise, just and humane. The pro- 
ject mustered support from liberal 
elements throughout the globe. It 
gained official sanction in the Bal- 
four Declaration of 1917, which de- 
clared the creation of a Jewish 
national home in Palestine to be 
the aspiration of the British Gov- 
ernment. 

In addition to its humanitarian 
aspects, the plan recommended it- 
self to the British as a means of 
recruiting support from American 
Jewry in the war against Ger- 
many, and of laying ground for a 
Levantine outpost of the Suez 
Canal. 

The Jews themselves were slow 
in taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. In 1922, the Jewish popu- 
lation of Palestine was only 83,790. 
The Arabs did not feel alarmed 
until a sudden flare of immigra- 
tion was set off by Nazi persecu- 
tions in Germany. By 1936, the 
Jewish inhabitants of the Holy 
Land numbered 500,000. The result 
was an outburst of Arab boycotts 
and revolts in 1937-39 against the 
mandate over Palestine which the 
League of Nations had conferred 
on Britain in 1922. 

British Enthusiasm Cooled. 

Meantime, England's enthusiasm 
for Zionism had been cooled by 
two events. One was the discovery 
of oil in the Persian Gulf region.

Europe” or a “federation of Western Europe.” 


Too often. their declarations have been vague 
and meaningless. 

Last month, Foreign Secretary Bevin called 
for a “union of Western Europe” to halt the 
ruthless drive by Russia to control the Conti- 


nent.“ But be did not mean, he added, a politi- 


cal union.” Nor did he propose even a general 
customs union.

Now a United Europe is, as it was called in 
the Middle Ages, the “Great Design.” Perhaps 


it has to be achieved, not all at once, but by 


stages. 
But a customs union or a military alliance, 
or both, is scarcely enough even for a good 


‘start. As President Auriol suggests, unless the 


participating nations pool some of their sov- 


ereignty and thus assure continuity and author- 


ity, a customs union or alliance will fall apart. 
The abolition of tariffs by means of a mere 
customs union will hardly withstand the squawks 
that are bound to come from vested interests of 
capital and labor unions in the nations involved. 
That was demonstrated in the fate of the cus- 
toms union of the Oslo group—Scandinavia and 


the Low Countries—in the period between the 


two world wars. 

A military alliance also is a poor dependence. 
Czechoslovakia and Austria had alliances with 
the Western European nations in 1938 and ‘39, 
but what did it avail them against the ruthless 
determination of the Nazis? 

Mr. Bevin declares: “We are entitled to or- 
ganize kindred souls in the West just as they 
have organized kindred souls in the East.” 

Precisely. But does Mr. Bevin think that the 
Soviet organization of Europe east of the Stettin- 
Trieste line is a flimsy agreement from which 
the members can secede at any dime? Russia 
has obtained firmness and permanence by politi- 
cal aggression backed by Soviet arms. Western 
Europe should obtain a permanent organization 
by a voluntary pooling of the required authority. 

* — — 


Given such a union, Western Europe should, 
with Marshall plan aid, be able to achieve mili- 
tary security, stability and prosperity. 

The 16 Marshall plan nations comprise a popu- 
lation approximately twice as great as that of the 
United States. They are people of great energy, 
possessing a vast assortment of trades and tech- 
nical skills, and their nations are collectively 
rich in agricultural and mineral resources. 

What they lack at home, they have access to 
in their colonies and commonwealths across the 
sea. In its book, “World Minerals and World 
Peace,” the Brookings Institution shows that the 
European nations—Britain, France and Holland 
in particular—are far from underprivileged as 
compared with the United States when foreign 
possessions are counted. 

If these countries could join together to pool 
their resources and their markets, they would 
have the opportunity to achieve cheap mass pro- 
duction and a high standard of living, such as 


‘prevails in the United States. What they need 


is the assurance of political stability, military 
security and a sound.cufrency to protect enter- 
prisers and investors. 

, * . * 

President Truman's Committee on Foreign. 
Aid estimates that foreigners, mostly Western 
Europeans, have sequestered in the United 
States 16 or 17 billion dollars in U. S. currency 
or gold. This is almost equal to the total of aid 
contemplated under the Marshall plan. 

A stable union of Western Europe—specifi- 


’ cally, a United States of Western Europe—should 


offer the conditions necessary for repatriation of 
much of this capital. Indeed, whatever organi- 
zation of Europe is brought about, the United 
States should take steps to see that as much as 
possible of this fugitive capital is returned home. 
Americans should not be asked to contribute 
their multiple billions unless Europe does its ut- 
most to help itself. | 

This utmost in self-help ought to include a 
firm, permanent union of the nations of free 
Europe. World War II has not brought about 
the “One World” of peace and amity for which 
some had hoped. It has not brought about an 
international organization capable of enforcing 
world peace. Nor is it likely to do so, because 
of deep differences in political principles of Rus- 
sia and the Western world. 

The one remaining hope of lasting gain from 


minimum subsistence. This is less than half the 
old-age pension average.

Real estate lobbyists may scoff at the asser- 
tion, but cannot ridicule it. away. If housing

were not a national responsibility, Congress 


would not be preparing vast new subsidies for 
every class except the poor in the slums. Presi- 
dent Truman supports this scheme as far as it 
goes, but insists that it should include public 
housing for 500,000 low-income families. 

This message brings housing to the center of 
the stage as a campaign issue, where it belongs. 
If Congress rejects public housing, Democrats 
have fresh evidence to pillory the G.O.P. as the 
party of privilege. They can quote Senator Taft: 
“The justification of public housing is that we 
have to eliminate the disgraceful type of housing 
in which the lowest-income families live.” Or 
the Senate Banking Committee’s favorable report 
on the pigeonholed Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill: 
“The committee does not seé how, as a matter of 
simple justice, it can recommend a housing pro- 
gram which would aid all groups of our citizenry 


except the one which is most in need of aid.” 


Sharply as Mr. Truman points the issue, how- 
ever, he and his congressional supporters. may 


achieve only a continued stalemate unless private 
citizens come to their support. A federal effort 


that excludes slum-dwellers is bad economy even 
in the marrow sense, but the real estate lobby 
has control, Presidént Roosevelt, with all his 
personal popularity, achieved very little housing 
progress after 1937. The lobby floods the mails 
and wires to Washington. How many sufferers 
from housing shortage, how many taxpayers 
groaning under the cost of municipal service to 
the slums, have written their Congressmen?

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The Fly in the DDT 

The original enthusiasm for DDT, the “won- 
der” insecticide, has taken another dose of cold 
water. Agriculture Department men became 
suspicious when flies that thrive on DDT ap- 
peared in great numbers in Italy and Greece 
after DDT was used. They exposed flies to DDT 
in the laboratory, using the survivors of each 
generation to breed the next. It took twice as 
much to kill most of the thirty-sixth generation 
as it had taken in the first——three times as much 
in the forty-third generation. 

Here is Darwinism under forced draft. Natural 
selection might take centuries to breed a fly 
that takes mankind for its meat and poison in 
its stride, but widespread use of DDT may ac- 
complish it in short years. Here is a drastic 
spur to survival of the fittest, destroying the 
weaker insects and leaving more food and Lé- 
bensraum for the stronger ones. Scientific in- 
genuity, which offered man some relief from 
pests, is also helping nature to create even 
tougher pests. The hope of a wee millennium 
is dimmer than ever.

The old-age pension lobby has lost a skirmish 
in the Missouri House. A bill was brought up to 
open the rolls to old people who live with rela- 
tives who can support them, which would have 
credited at least 12,500 new pensioners. It re- 


ceived a favorable vote of 64-to-17 but lacked a 


constitutional majority of 78, so the sponsors say 
they will bring it up soon for reconsideration. 
Even after a setback, the chances of this bill 
look better than those of 27,000 younger Mis- 
sourians whose infirmities make them unemploy- 
able. Welfare Director Proctor N. Carter says

It is announced in East St. Louls by the Pro- 
gressive Citizens of America that they may run 
a candidate against Congressman Melvin Price.

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An Unreasonable Demand 


Acting as a delegation from the conference of 
Southern Governors, the executives of Arkansas, 
Texas and North and South Carolina have asked 
the impossible of Chairman McGrath of the 
Democratic National Committee. They demand 
that President Truman take back his special 
message to Congress in behalf of civil rights for 
all citizens. They not only declare their own 
opposition to federal legislation against lynching, 
the poll tax and other forms of discrimination;

The Rules Committee Blocks U.M.T.

The issue now is whether a small group 
can prevent other members of Congress 
from manifesting their opinions on univer- 
sal military training. Or so it appears to 
James F. O'Neil, national commander of 
the American Legion. He told the Rhode 


Island Legislature that Chairman Allen of

the Rules Committce 
is blocking a House 
vote on thé training 
bill and that Senator 
Taft is obstructing 
action in the Senate. 
Both have declared 
their personal opposi- 
tion to the bill. 


The Rules Commit- 
tee of the House is 
the most powerful 
committee of Con- 
gress and—excepting 
only the Speaker—its 
chairman has more 
power than any other | 
single member of the hoe Allen 
House. The present chairman, Representa- 
tive Leo Allen (Rep.), Illinois, is little 
known to the general public, although he 
has been in Congress for 15 years. He will 
become better known as the American Le- 
gion and the National Security Committee 
proceed with their campaign to force action 
at the present session on the Administra- 
tion bill for universal military training. 


Unprivileged Bills 


The bill was favorably reported by the 
House Armed Services Committee last July. 
It has since languished in the Rules Com- 
mittee, waiting for a “rule” that would 
send it to the floor, Former Supreme Court 
Justice Roberts, now chairman of the Na- 
tional Security Committee, wrote Repre- 
sentative Allen, Feb. 18, that his “repeated 
refusals” as chairman to allow the Rules 
Committee to free the bill for House action 
was “a travesty on the American system 
of representative government.” 


All this must be puzzling to the citizen 
who is not familiar with the way things 
are done in the House. He will wonder 
how one man or a small group of men (the 
Rules Committee with 12 members is one 
of the smallest in the House) can block gc- 
tion on a bill said by the President and by 
the Armed Services Committee to be es- 
sential to the defense of the nation. 


In the first place, the House has priv- 


lleged bills and unprivileged bills. The 
privileged bills are mostly appropriation and 
revenue measures; after being reported, 
they can be taken up at any time, But an 
unprivileged bill goes to the House calen- 
dar, where it may never be reached unless 
the way is cleared for it by a “special rule.” 

The Rules Committee has the power to 
recommend, by way of resolution, the time 
for debating unprivileged bills and the man- 
ner of dealing with them. Its recommen- 
dations are seldom rejected by the House. 


Thus the Rules Committee has general 
power to say what bills shall be considered 
and what bills shall not be considered by 
the House, It can fix the number of hours 
for debate, and forbid the offering ot 
any amendments from the floor. If it so 
desires, it can force another standing com- 
mittee to make fundamental changes in a 
bill it has already reported, as a condition 
of giving the bill a “green light.“ 


What the House Can Do 


The chairman of the Rules Committee, 
as of other committees, largely determines 
the order in which bills come before his 
committee. Chairman Allen's present of- 
fense is his refusal to order a hearing on 
the military training bill. 


Chairman Andrews of the Armed Services 
Vommittee has been seeking such a hear- 
ing since the opening of the 1948 session. 
But a hearing would put the bill on the 
committee's agenda and the committee 
would then have to go on to grant or deny 
the bill a special rule. 


The chairman can always be overruled 
by a majority of his committee. The fact 
that no such action has been taken to date 
indicates that most of the Rules Committee 
members are as reluctant as the chairman 
to see the bill go to the floor. 


And the Rules Committee can be over- 
ruled by the majority of the House through 
the somewhat laborious process of discharg- 
ing that committee from further considera- 
tion of a resolution to bring a bill to the 
floor. A discharge petition on behalf of 
the universal military training bill was 
filed in mjd-January by Representative 
Larcade (Dem.), Louisiana. It has now 
been on the Speaker’s desk for five weeks. 
To date it has received leas than 20 of the 
necessary 218 signatures. This would seem 
to indicate that Chairman Allen and his 
Rules Committee are well in step with pres- 
ent majority sentiment in the House.

Not since Solomon sang of “the foxes, 
the little foxes, that spoil the vine” has 
anyone had a good word to say for foxes 
as such. Unanimously, we agree that the 
fox is an antisocial animal, we have dead 
hens to show for it, and we agree that cul- 
tivated corners of the world are too small 
for man and fox, too. 

Why, then, are so many of us pleased to 
hear that a super-fox of Cornwall has led 
15 foxhounds down a mine shaft he him- 
self skirted, where they all drowned? The 
hunt secretary, a Mrs. Sturgess, declares 
bleakly that her Hunt has been struck a 
crippling blow, but a crippling blow to the 
Cornwall hunt is something most persons 
are well.able to stand, 

This is explainable in part, perhaps, by 
the fact that most of us enjoy seeing large, 
loud and pompous enterpriser explode, and 
a fox hunt strikes us as containing size, 
noise and pomp out of all proportion to 
the aim of overwhelming one small animal 
by the combined exertions of all those men, 
women, hounds and horses. 

Some of us, too, have moral feeling in 
the matter. We are all heirs to an ideal 
of nonviolence, and it is a sometimes un- 
comfortable irony that we must maintain 
ourselves largely at the cost of other crea- 
tures’ lives. Man and fox being contestants 
for the same food, aven gentle souls agree 


that the * must go. But — — a nec- 
essary Violence with decent Gfeticence is 
one thing and turning it Into a Fame is an- 
other, a show of spirit which moved Oscar 
Wilde to describe fox hunting as “the un- 
speakable in full pursuit of the inedible.” 

It may be, too, that there is an element 
of class consciousness, We could not rea- 
sonably expect a shivering Chinese to 
mourn over the fact that one of us must 
get along with only the two warm coats left 
over from last year, and those of us who 
lack the leisure and means to go whooping 
about the countryside on expensive horses 
behind expensive dogs are likely to be 
about as troubled over a crippling blow to 
the Cornwall Hunt as over hearing that a 
conspicuous wastrel has sprained his ankle 
and is indefinitely lost to the conga lines. 

The fox would be just as dead if he were 
simply hunted out and shot out of hand, 
and if foxes could talk they would probably 
sarcastically refuse to choose between being 
killed in austerity and being killed with a 
lot of yoicks and view halloo. But there it 
is, just the same: Mrs. Sturgess must look 
for real sympathy only among the world’s 
few fox hunters, most of us get nothing but 
enjoyment out of the vision of 15 silly, 
mournful foxhounds toppling one by one 
into the drink, with Reynard licking his 
lips in the covert.

It was the anti-New Deal 
Democrats and the conservative 
Republicans who called upon Jef- 
ferson as witness against the cen- 
tralization of power in a great 
bureaucracy under a Democratic 
President. 


Biased History. 


Mr. Truman’s excursion into his- 
tory was, of course, for the pur- 
pose of rallying around himself 
the same majority which four 
times elected Roosevelt. But he is 
mistaken, I think, if he supposes 
that the political power of Roose- 
velt was based wholly, or even 
chiefly, on his progressive liberal- 
ism and its popularity among the 
various groups which make up the 
less-favored part of the people. 


Roosevelt came to power in 1932 
because a strong, new Administra- 
tion was needed to bring the 
country out of a condition of 
prostration and collapse, He was 
continued in power after 1940 be- 
cause he had grasped and mas- 
tered the overriding issues of war 
and peace. 3 

Roosevelt was incidentally a 
New Dealer; he was, above all, a 
crisis President—-first in domestic 
affairs and then in war. It was 
his ability to grasp and master 
crises, not the reforms which were 
incidental and improvised, 
gave him his unprecedentedly long 
hold upon the country. 


FDR's Sense of Crisis. 


Mr. Truman cannot, I think, 
duplicate Roosevelt's performance 
by identifying himself with the 
incidental and imp d reforms 
—by presenting himself as a kind 
of synthetic and denatured New 
Dealer. rs 

The real issue now, as in Roose- 
velt's epoch, is the ability to grasp 
and master crises, Today it is the 
crisis of the unsettled peace and 
of the threatened war and of the 
obstructed recovery. 

What the people will look for, 
must look for, is not who can 
promise the most to the largest 
collection of pressure groups, but 
who offers the best hope of a 
firm, coherent, lucid administra- 
tion of the Government in the

Both Funny and Pathetic as 
Skid in Revival of Play 
at American.

The revival of the Watters- 
Hopkins comedy-drama success of 
1927, “Burlesque,” which opened a 


week’s run at the American 
Theater last night, reminded one 
that it is really a trite little play, 
but nevertheless makes an excel- 
lent vehicle for displaying the 
many talents of Bert Lahr, the 
erstwhile musical comedy star, in 
his first dramatic role. 

There isn’t much to the story 
of “Burlesque.” It's about the 
fellow who lets success go to his 
head, throws over the little wom- 
an who stuck by him when the 
struggle was rugged, and, finally, 
when hard likker and hard women 
have tossed him to the gutter, 
comes crawling back to the self- 
same L.W., who has remained 
loyal through it all. This has been 
done about steel-workers who rose 
to be steel kings, but in this case 
it happens to be a_ burlesque 
comic, Skid, who makes a Broad- 
way hit in a Shubert musical and 
then tries to lap up all the liquor 
in the New York dives. He's 
fired, and is too perpetually 
stewed to go back even to bur- 
lesque until his wife, Bonny, gives 
up her chance to divorce him and 
marry a hunk of wealthy cattle- 
man, comes back to the show, 
literally picks him up off the 
boards, and assists him through 
the opening night show. How he’s 
going to get through the rest of 
the run is a problem left to the 
imagination, but one gathers from 
a brief dialogue done to a time- 
step that since Bonny really loves 
him, he’s going to be a better boy.

Democrats Back Move by 
Senator O’Mahoney for 
Restoration of Levy on 
Industry. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP)— 
A proposal by Senator O’Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, to revive the 
wartime excess protits tax because 
of the steel price boost won Dem- 
ocratic support today. 

Senator Millikin (Rep.), Colorado, 
chairman of the tax-writing Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, promised 
“careful study” of the idea. 

In a statement last night, 
O’Mahoney termed the steel in- 
crease an “indefensible action.” He 
said it invites Congress “to de- 
clare the steel industry a public 
utility.” 

O’Mahoney announced he would 
try to have Congrss restore the 
excess profits tax. He will do this, 
he said, by offering an amendment 
to the bill to cut individual in- 
come taxes. 

“T am for that,” said Senator 
Edwin C. Johnson (Dem.). Colo- 
rado, a member of the Finance 
Committee. “I think an excess 
profits provision might very well 
be made a part of the income tax 
bill. I believe there would be 
considerable support for it.” 
Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, also indorsed O’Mahoney’s 
proposal. Sparkman said Con- 
gress made “a mistake” when it 
repealed the excess profits levy in 
1945. 

President Truman has called for 
a $3,200,000,000 profits tax to or fset 
the cost of his plan for a $40 in- 
come tax credit for every individu- 
al. This idea was ignored when 
the House voted to reduce income 
taxes 36,500,000, 000. 

Under O’Mahoney’s plan, the 
excess profits tax would be 50 per 
cent on the first 5 per cent above 
the 135 per cent of normal prof- 
its, 75 per cent of the amount of 
profits above the next 10 per cent 
of normal profits, and 100 per cent 
on all profits in excess of 150 per 
cent of normal. O’Mahoney did 
not specify what he meant by nor- 


4 mal profit.

The omnibus fund bill, the last 
of the 1948-49 appropriation meas- 
ures to be introduced, also would 
give Lincoln University $440,800 
for a new library on its main cam- 
pus in Jefferson City. Previously 
proposed is an allotment of $462,- 
500 for a new dormitory for the 
state - maintained Negro univer- 
sity, making a total of $1,303,300 
for new buildings for the school, 
The university, however, had re- 
quested $4,392,300 in new construc- 
tion for expansion to provide edu- 
cational opportunities equal to 
those of the University of Mis- 
souril, which does not admit 
Negroes. 

Sherman D. Scruggs, president 
of Lincoln, recently told the Legis- 
lature the present rented quarters 
of the law school in St. Louis are 
inadequate, The 10-year lease on 
the property at 4300 St. Ferdinand 
avenue expires in August 1949. He 
said a site for the new school had 
not been selected, 

The bill would give the Univer- 
sity of Missouri $675,000 for new 
agriculture buildings and $500,000 
for a classroom building. Each of 
the five state mental institutions 
would receive $600,000 for new 
construction and remodeling work, 
and thé five state colleges would 
get a total of $3,960,420 for new 
buildings. Also pending are ap- 
propriations for new dormitories 
at the University of Missouri and 
the state colleges.

In reply Burr picked up a quill and wrote the first of a
